The current invention discloses an efficient technique for implementing 

redundancy when the fabric and port redundancies are not tied together. The prior art of 
record, Joseph Hook (US 6,792,484) and Pei et al. (US 6,272,109), alone or in 
combination fails to disclose the unique method for sending packets with a switch of a 
network. The method steps including " controlling, with a state machine, of the fabric 
when a first dequeuer dequeues one or more of first portions of the packet and second 
dequeuer dequeues one or more of second portions of the packet ", as in claims 1 and 9 
herein.
